All 
mo(t care and afliduity ; not only to take care that 
their food and their drink be in plenty, and good 
order ; not only to wath the lap-dogs, and to comb

fides the equivalent to be fixed upon between the 
two powers. 

2. Spanifh fubje&ts chufing to remain, fhall have 
all their privileges continued to them. 

3- ‘Che moft Chriftian King thall be under a con- 
ftant obligation to keep up eight battalions of 560 
men each, as a proper barrier for preventing any ir- | 
ara to the ¢ Spanith Sowh wher provinces from the 
od “Phe. . _ . g 
his Ei trccelions, to guarantee to the King of 
Spain, his heirs, fucceffors, &c. the Spanifh domi- 
nion in South America and the Southern Seas, 
as well as the iflands of Cuba, Porto Rico, Hif- 
paniola, &c. in the Atlantic Ocean, &c. for ever. 

5. The King of France engages for himfelf, 
heirs, fucceflors, &c. never to alienate the above 
provinces from the French Crown, by bargain, fale, 
dower, &c. except by receflion to the Spanifh Crown. 
There are three other inferior articles. 

The celebrated M. Jean Fontana, Member of 
the learned Academy of Turin, has lately publifh- 
ed, forthe general good of fuffering mankind, a 
fpecific remedy againft the Anrugax, or corrofive 
ulcer, otherwife called carbuncle, or plague-fore. 
The carative prefcription was communicated to him 
by the perfon who adminiftered it for many years to 
patients of that defcription, and with conftant fuc- 
cefs. It confifts fimply in the ufe of a field-plant, 
called by Lianzus, Etesecss Arvensis. Bruife 
and pound the plant; lay it on the tumour; fix it 
there by means of a bagdage, and do not touch it 
before it hath remained twenty-four hours. During 
the firft fix or feven hours the patient will feel a 
painful and burning heat in the part. It often hap- 
pens that, on taking off the firft apparel, the flough 
gets loofe, and difcovers a wound, which heals in 
a few days, by applying a plailter of unguent called 
Bafilicon. If the cafe fhould be otherwife, the firft 
method of cure mult be repeated. ‘This fecond ap- 
plication of the bruifed plant, which will not occa- 
fion above two hours pain to the patient, will be 
fully fafficient to remove the flough, and then the 
ufe of the above plailter effects a fpeedy and radical 
cure. 

Extra of a letter from Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
Auguft 17. 

“¢ The States are fick of their independence, and 
every publication teams with deplorable accounts of 
a ruined commerce, lofs.of credit, and a want of 
union through the confederacy.

** I am now to inform you of an affair which may 

have very difagreeable Calamiaies both to the Eng- 
lith and Portuguefee An Algerine xebec of fixe 
teen guns, and.one hundred and forty men, was 
blocked up in our port by the Triton, a Por:uguefe 
frigate. ‘This Algerine thip had performed quara1- 
tine near the New Mole for fifteen days g the eaft- 
wind prevented her getting to fea again. Oa the 
2d of this month, about eight o’clock the wind being 
wefterly, the corfair went out of the bay direéting 
her coerle towards the coat of Africa. The Por- 
-tuguele frigare was at_an anchoc. 
neat Furopa Point. The Algerine veffel being an- 
der fail, faw the Portuguefe frigate’ which fired ugoa 
her, but without doing any damage; avd the ex- 
pected to get out of her reach ; but the wind veering 
to the eaft, and the Portuguele thip continuing to 
cannonade the was obliged to return tothe bay. The 
current drove her near the ifthmus, about the north 
point of the rock. ‘The Portuguefe thip came near 
her, and fired upon her under the batreries, from 
which not a gun was fired, and about three o’clock 
at noon the Algerines were obliged ‘to leave their 
veffel and take to their boats, at the point of the 
ithmtts, where they made a landing, and a fhorrtime 
after the Portuguefe advanced in their boats, and fet 
fire to the Algerine thip. The Algerines paffed the 
night in the ifthmus, complaining heavily of the con- 
duct of the English, and threatened to pay them 
with ufury for what they had fuffered, pretending 
that the Governor of Gibraltar ought to have  pro- 
tected them by the bartéries of the plice. ‘Phe fame 
morning that this affair happened, Commodore Phi- 
lips Cofby and Capt. Markham, commander of the 
Sphinx, had affured the Algerines, that. they were 
perfectly fecure while under the batteries of the 
place, but advifed them, neverthelefs not to put to 
fea. There were two of the corfairs men killed. 
On the 4th, the gates being opened, the Algerines 
went into the town, where a houfe was provided for 
them, until they could procure a hip to carry them 
back to Algiers. 
3 ‘ The circumftance which renders this affair of 
ome importance is, that the Captain of the Portu- 
guefe fleet, Don Joffe de Mello, -came here sate 
2d at night, and next day he went into a boat, fail- 
ed 4o the ifthmus, on that quamer which is peus 


oa the Allgerine fhip, and took with him the 


fignals to give the Portuguefe, in cafe he fhould dif- 
cover that the corfair received any alliftance from the 
fort. After the Algerines had left their fhip, he 
was the perfon who commanded the Triton’s boat 
to fet fire to her. Our Governor accufes M. de 
Mello with having infringed oa the territory under 
his government ; M. de Mello returned for anfwer, 
that the Algerine hip having ftruc her colours, be- 
came a fair prize, and he might fet fire to her, if he 
thought proper ; and by way of ftopping the Gover- 
nor’s mouth, Mello quoted precedents from the 
Englith, who in 19758 did the fame by a French thip, 
commanded by Mr Le Clue, then under the pro- 
tection of the Portuguefe batreries. However this 
may be, General Elliot has fignified to M. de Mello, 
who wanted to come on fhore on the 4th of this 
month, that neither he, nor any Portuguefe on 
board of that frigate, fhould be allowed to land 
and thar he wifhed him to remain on board, granting 
him, however, every aflitance for the thip and the 
crew that might be wanted: 

‘* P. S. M. de Mello has failed fince for Lifbon; 
and Commodore Cofby has fent the Sphinx frigate 
to England. It is hoped this affair may be amica- 
bly adjufted.””

The 
States of Guelderland declare, that they think the 
proceedings of thofe of Holland fo extraordinary, 
that they mutt give notice of them to the reft of the 
Confederates, that they may fupprefs what is irregu- 
Jar in them, whilft they prepare themfelves to avoid 
the yoke which one Confederate wifhes to make 
them bear. They further requeft the States of Hol- 
Jand to éxplain the conclufion of the letter in que- 
ftion, that they may know what,is their defign, and 
take their meafures accordingly. ‘They hope that 
the influence of the other Confederates will be fufh- 
cient Over the States of Holland to prevent the fatal 
inftant of the diffolution of the alliance of the Se- 
ven Provinces.

Yefterday between twelve and one o’clock his 
Majefty arriving at St James’s from Kew, the levee 
commenced immediately ; the Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, Lord Weftmoreland, Lord Hopetoun, the 
foreign Miniftérs, the Minifters of State, feveral mi- 
litary and naval officers, Mr Ord, Mr Palmer, &c. 
being prefent. After the levee there was a Coun- 
cil, and after the Council the Duke of Dorfet had 
an audience previous to his Majefty’s return to 
Kew. ~ 

Laft night the Prince of Wales arrived at Carleton- 
houfe_from_Brishthelagops:, his AishoeG. ‘pedis 
town till a late hour. 

’ Yefterday the Prince of Wales paid a vifit to the 
Queen and the Princefs Elizabeth, at Kew. 

Yeiterday his Grace the Duke of Northumber- 
Jand kiffed-the King’s hand on being - appointed 
Lord Lieutenant of the county of Middlefex. 

Yefterday, Sir Richard Bickerton kiffed the 
King’s hand on being appointed commander at Bo- 
tany Bay.? 

As did John Palmer, Efg; on his promotion in 
the Poft-office. 

The fame day the Duke of Dorfet and Sir Fre- 
derick Haldimand took leave of his Majefty previ- 
oufly to their fetting off for the Continent ; the one 
for Paris, and the other for Germany. ‘ 

Yefterday, Mr Woollenbaker, one of his Maje- 
fty’s quarterly meffengers, arrived with difpatches 
from the Lords of the Regency at Hanover,- and 
with a number of letters from the Duke of York, 
Prince Edward, and the three younger princes, 
which werq immediately fent to Kew Palace. 

It is faid that Mr Howard, of Corby Cattle, near 
Carlifle, a near relation of the Duke of Norfolk, ine 
tends to conform, and offer himfelf a candidate for 
that city. The Duke’s inttreft there will infure his 
election againft the Houfe.of Lowther, which has 
again been lately extending its influence and intereft 
in that corporation. 

The reports continue very contradi€tory refpecting 
the time intended for the meeting of Parliament. A 
day or two ago, it was faid, that the Parliament 
would not meet until after Chriftmas. But yefter- 
day, it was again aflerted, and by perfons whofe 
rank and fituation in life entitle them to the beft in- 
formation, that Parliament would certainly meet a- 
bout the tnd of November, A few days, however, 
mult clear up the doubt ; for, if the proelamation is 
not out, on or before Saturday next, it may be de- 
pended upon, that Parliament will not meet untit 
about the 2oth of January 17849. Thefe late meet- 
ings protract the feffion very far in the fummer; and 
it has happened for. feveral years paft, that the moft 1 
material bufinefs has been done at the latter end of 
the feffion, in very thin houfes, the gentlemen of 
charaéter and fortune being gone home, and very few 
prefent except placemen and dependents. 

We have the fatisfastion to learn, that his Maje- 
fty’s Minifters have the utmoft confidence of being 
able to fettle an amicable convention with Portugal, 
by which we fhall have their wines at two-thirds of 
the prefent duty. They have already had the fenfe 
of the Court of Lifbon on the point, and in confe- 
quence of this Mr Faulkener expeéts to return in 
two months ; fo that Minifters will meet Parliament 
with this treaty, as well as thofe with France and 
Spain. ; 

“The commercial treaty, if it is confirmed by Par- 
liament, will have this good effec at leaft, that it 
will reduce the price of Port wine; it being ftipu- 
lated by the treaty, that Great Britain and Ireland

fhall be at liberty to reduce the at prefent fubfilting 


duties on the wines of Portagal, if they hall find 
themfelves fo inclined to do. Without this referve, 
we fhould have urritated the Court of Lifbon, our 
treatics with which declare, that the Portuguefe 
fhall be treated here as gens amici/ima, or the mg 

favoured nation. Now, this could not be the cale, 
whilft the produce of any other country was admit- 
ted upon the fame terms or duties that are impofed 
upon the produce of Portugal, on importation into 
this kingdom ; therefore, as the fpirit of the Me- 
thuen Treaty muft be preferved, the duties payable 
on Port wines into this country muft be “rendered 
lower than thofe that are to be made payable in fu- 
ture on French wines ; confequently the price 

Port muft fall in proportion. 

Our bet ally, her moft faithful Majefty, will have 
no caufe to apprehend, that the trade of her fubjects 
with thofe of Great Brirain, in the article of wines, 
will be in any degree diminifhéd, by the introduction 
of French wines into the Britifh market at reduced 
duties ; for the Englith have been fo long in the ha- 
bit of drinking the {trong wines of Portugal, that 
they will not be eafily indaccd to forego them for 
the lighter produce of the French grape. The lat- 
ter may maintain and even extend its confumption 
among the more polite past of the kingdom; but 
Port, like Porter, will {till continue to be in ufe a- 
mong ‘the middling and more numerous body of 
wine drinkers, who will confume as much of it as 
Portugal will be able to export. ; 

Such has been the effe@ of the new commercial 
treaties, that cur merchants are buying goods on 
fpeculation to an incredible amoupt. Ove gentle- 
man has Jaid out 70,000]. in cotton, and another 
g0,0001. Manchelter fine goods and Birmingham 
ware are aifo purchafing to a prodigious amount. 

The duties or hardware, cutlery, ani haberdathe- 
ry, will be confiderably lowered in thofe countries 
with which we have formed the late commercial 
treaties. 

The Commiffioners for reducing the national debt 
have bought nearly 300,000]. of the § per cents. 
though this excellent plan did not commeace till the 
2d of Auguft. Before the termination of this 
month the public debt will be reduced 330,000 |. 
and in a few days after 250,000]. the fecond quar- 
ter of the annual furplus of a million, will be iflued 
from the Exchequer to the Bank, to be laid out:in 
the fame manner as the firft quarter. 

The collection of the revenue this year equals ex- 
pectation ; the duties on rum and fugar have indeed 
fallen fhort, but thofe on other articles of excife 
have confiderably encreafed. 

It is worthy of remark, that the number of Cuf- 
tom-houfe officers at this time employed in the pore 
of London only, is exaétly double the number em- 
ployed inthe year 1756, being a period of only 30 
years. The new regulations have been one caufe of 
this great increafe.

The daughter lately born in Lambeth Palace to 
his Grace the Archbifhop of Canterbury, is the firft 
that ever was born in the fame place to a metropoli- 
tan of all England; for it has generally happened, 
that when prelates were tranflated to the primatial 
fee, they were fo far advanced in years, that they 
had no profpect of having children ; fo that in fact, 
the circumftance of an Archbifhop of Canterbury 
having a daughter born to him, whilft in pofleflion 
of that fee, is as novel a circumftance as it was im- 
mediately after the Reformation that a Bifhop thould 
have a wife. 

The Comte d’Aranda, Ambaffador Extraordina- 
ry from the Court of Spain, is returned by exprefs 
orders from his mafter ; and as converfation among 
political men turns on the revolution which has oc- 
cafioned fo much {peculation, the rumour is, that 
he has been recalled for fome reafons arifing from 
that fource. 

A correfpondent at Paris fays, that the French 
Cabinet, during the bufinefs and negociation of the 
treaty, were kept continually employed by the re- 
turn of difpatches from the hao. of London ; they 
had never before experienced fuch attention to bufi- 
nefs in any adminiftration in this country. 

The attention of all Europe is fixed on the inte- 
{tine divifions of Holland; and itis certain that the 
different Cabinets intereft themfelves in thefe difputes 
much more than was apprehended in the beginning, 
though the feafon of the year may put off for a few 
months the horrors of war. It is favourable to the 
fecret negociations of thofe powers whofe intereft it 
is to blow up the flame of difcord; and it is not 
inaprobable but the United States may in the end ex- 
hibit a mode] of the fable of the Frogs who calt off 
their King. Surrounded by neighbours who are de- 
voted to the caufe of the Stadtholder, or who with 
to avail themfelyes of the troubles of the Republic, 
they nearly exhibit the example of Poland before its 
participation, by which the government was deftroy- 
ed, anda feverer yoke impofed on them than that 

which the brave but unfortunate Poles ftrove to e- 
mancipate themfelves from. In fuch a chaos of in- 
terefts which clath and counteract each other, the 
well-wifhers‘of the Republic have to apprehend the 
moft ferious confequences from the infinite number 
of intrigues of which it is the fubjeft. On one fide, 
it is the received opinion, that Fiance, now become

fions, which are ever ready to fhew themfelves at 
the glimpfe of an opportunity. Bat all reafoning or 
conjefture on the fecrets of Cabinets is idle, for 
how are we to penetrate into them for the truth? 
All that can give an indication of the fentiments of 
the French Court is, that it certainly receives and 
difpatches two or three couriers every week from 
and to the States of Holland, which, with the con- 
fidence the latter repofe in the French Ambaffador, 
leaves no room to doubt their being entirely under 
the direQion’ of the Cabinet of Verfailles. 

The eftablifhment of the Prufian army is the ad- 
miration of all Europe; it may be viewed in the 
light of a national militia, conftituted in fach a man- 
ner as to encreafe rather than diminith population. 
Of this force one half are the fons of peafants, la- 
bourers, and other perfons employed in agriculture, 
who during the months of April and May are exer- 
cifed in’ military evolutions, and who afterwards re- 
turn to their families and rural occupations. The 
other half of the army, which confifts of foreign 
mercenaries, naturalized into Pruffians by the 
power of difcipline, commonly refide with their re- 
giments in the different towns, where they attend 
military duty two days in the week, and employ the 
reft of their time in different kinds of labour, which 
a general {pring of activity univerfally offers to the 
hand of induftry in all parts of the Pruffian territo- 
ries. 

In towns and garrifons marriage is not difcoura- 
ged among the foldiers. Every regiment has a num- 
ber of women and children belonging to it not lefs 
than of men. The Pruffian army, which confilts of 
200,000 foldiers, when their wives and children are 
added, amounts to 400,000 fouls. A houfe is alfo 
eftablithed at Potfdam for the maintenance of five 
hundred children of foldiers ; a great part of whom, 
after they have attained the age of eight years, are 
fent into the country to be brought up among the 
peafants, who are allowed for their fubfiftence of 
each thirteen crowns a year. 

Though the prefent Emperor of Germany has ta- 
ken uncommon pains to improve the wafte lands in 
the kingdom of Bohemia, yet by the moft authentic 
accounts we are informed, that the innumerable 
laws, edits, and repeals, which have of late years 
taken place there, have not been attended with fuch 
beneficial effects as were expected’ from them at 
Vienna ; and that, in confequence, eftates fell lower 
there than they fad done in fome preceding years. 
Rents are paid according to the number of peafants, 
being worth to the landlord, according to circum- 
ftances, from 15 to 64 florins, at two fhillings En- 
glifh each. The extent has little to do with the 
value 3 fome that require eight hours to crofs do not 
yield clear more than 2000]. fterling a-year.
